Civil  rights  are  the 
key  topics  of  forum 

Candidates  exchange  views

Edward  F.  Harrington  and 
James  M.  Shannon,  candidates 
for  attorney  general,  promised 
they  would  increase  oppor¬ 
tunities  and  accessbility  to  the 
state  office  for  Asian- Americans 
in  a  forum  sponsored  by  13 
Asian  organizations  last  month 
at  Clarke  Middle  School  in  Lex¬ 
ington. 

Different  issues  concerning 
the  Asian-American  community 
were  discussed  by  the  can¬ 
didates,  who  were  questioned  by 
panelists  Virginia  Lee,  attorney 
for  Salgo  &  Lee,  Richard  Ning 
of  the  National  Association  of 
Young  Asian  Professionals,  and 
Carlton  Sagara  of  the  Asian 
American  Resource  Workshop. 

U.S.  Attorney  Edward  Harr¬ 
ington,  a  Republican, 
guaranteed  the  employment  of 
minorities  if  elected  to  office.  “I 
always  believe  in  an  open-door 
policy,”  he  said.  “To  ensure  ef¬ 
fective  government,  a  leader  has 
to  be  pro-active  and  seek  out  the 
best  from  various  communities. 

A  former  congressman,  Harr¬ 
ington’s  Democratic  opponent, 
Shannon,  emphasized  that  equal 
access  to  the  attorney  general’s 
office  was  essential.  “I  would 
try  to  ensure  that  every  depart¬ 
ment  within  the  office  has  an 
outreach  component,”  the  can¬ 
didate  said. 

Currently  a  Boston  attorney, 
Shannon  also  stressed  the  impor-

obtains  health  grant 


Health  workers  in 
the  South  Cove  Com¬ 
munity  Health  Center 
are  excited  about  the 
prospects  of  increasing 
its  services  for  the 
elderly  after  receiving 
a  sizable  grant  from  a 
group  of  private  foun¬ 
dations  in  New  York.

“The 
greatest  challenge  of  the  next 
four  years  will  be  the  aggressive 
enforcement  of  the  civil  rights 
laws,”  he  said. 


literally  a  gold  mine  to 
us.” 

The  program,  which 
has  existed  in  other 
communities  before, 
would  help  support  ad¬ 
vocacy  and  outreach 
programs  to  help  the 
elderly  live  at  home, 
independent  of  institu¬ 
tions. 

The  South  Cove 
Health  Center  during

He  also  told  the  audience  he 
would  not  require  people  to  go 
to  their  local  district  attorneys 
before  bringing  their  complaints 
to  the  attorney  general’s  office. 

The  views  of  the  candidates 
differed  sharply  on  the  man¬ 
datory  seat  belt  law  and  capital 
punishment. 

Harrington  considers  the  seat 
belt  law  an  “unfair  application 
of  the  law”  since  drivers  are 
cited  only  after  committing  other 
traffic  violations.  Motorists,  he 
said,  are  not  pulled  over  by 
police  only  because  they’re  not 
wearing  seat  belts.  Shannon 
favors  the  seat  belt  law  for  safety 
reasons.

Step-up  in  job  skills 
classes  are  celebrated

A  gettogether  was  held  last 
Saturday  at  the  Quincy  Elemen¬ 
tary  School  by  displaced  garment 
workers  to  celebrate  job  training 
programs  which  help  them  find 
jobs  in  new  occupations  -  pro¬ 
grams  that  they  feel  have  been 
granted  only  after  a  tough  period 
of  struggle  and  persistence. 

Ever  since  the  factory  closure 
of  P&L  Sportswear  Company  in 
East  Boston  last  December,  hun¬ 
dreds  of  textile  workers  have 
been  left  without  jobs. 

Garment  workers  became  in¬ 
creasingly  angry  over  a  period 
of  time  as  they  waited  for  the 
state’s  Industrial  Service  Pro¬ 
gram  to  launch  employment 
training  programs  which  are  or¬ 
dinarily  provided  to  dislocated 
workers  in  depressed  industries. 

ISP  appointed  Boston’s  Office 
of  Jobs  and  Community  Services 
to  administer  up  to  $330,000  to 
help  put  the  laid-off  workers  into 
new  employment  skills  pro¬ 
grams. 

But  the  tempo  in  setting  them 
up  was  seen  as  too  slow  by  gar¬ 
ment  workers,  who  criticized 
the  city  for  foot-dragging 

As  a  result,  garment  workers 
began  to  organize  themselves  in 
a  group  called  the  Garment 
Workers’  Committee  which  has 
been  meeting  with  represen¬ 
tatives  from  JCS  and  ISP  and 
pushing  for  the  immediate  crea¬ 
tion  of  job  skill  programs. 

After  a  period  of 
disagreements,  JCS  has  verbally 
agreed  last  August  to  a  new  set 
of  guidelines  drawn  up  by  the 


Garment  Workers’  Committee, 
said  Terri  Oshiro  of  the  Garment 
Workers’  Support  Committee, 
which  has  championed  the  cause 
of  the  stitchers. 

These  guidelines  have  given 
the  workers  wider  influence  on 
how  employment  programs  will 
be  formed,  Oshiro  said.  “I  think 
we  now  have  a  pretty  good 
working  relationship  with  ISP 
and  JCS,”  she  added. 

Oshiro  said  there  are  five  ma¬ 
jor  decision-making  powers 
which  have  been  granted  to  the 
garment  workers  about  their  job 
programs. 

But  in  the  view  of  Beverly 
Wing,  deputy  director  of  JCS, 
the  workers  don’t  have  such 
clearcut  autonomy  in  forging 
their  programs  as  described  by 
Oshiro.  Instead  she  said  JCS  and 
the  workers  approve  of  employ¬ 
ment  programs  through  consen¬ 
sus.  If  there  are  problems  with 
certain  employment  skills 
classes,  they  are  ironed  out  by 
both  the  workers  and  JCS. 

Oshiro  said  that  the  decision¬ 
making  powers  of  the  garment 
workers,  among  others,  are:  ap¬ 
prising  the  city  on  what  pro¬ 
grams  they  want,  approving  all 
recommended  skills  classes, 
notifying  officials  in  service 
agencies  on  what  they  want  ac¬ 
complished  in  classes, 
evaluating  programs  in  pro¬ 
gress,  and  halting  funding  for 
programs  which  are  considered 
unfruitful  by  garment  workers. 

Most  classes  will  combine 
jobs  skills  training  and  English

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Anxious  to  begin  renovating 
its  building  at  31  Beach  Street, 
the  Chinese  Economic  Develop¬ 
ment  Council  has  given  up  at¬ 
tempts  to  apply  for  a  loan  from 
the  city’s  Public  Facilities 
Department  and  has  instead 
chosen  to  obtain  conventional 
bank  loans  to  finance  the  pro¬ 
ject. 

CEDC  Realty  Corporation,  a 
subsidiary  of  CEDC,  is  close  to 
securing  the  bank  loans  which 
will  finance  the  partial  renova¬ 
tion  of  the  11 -story  building  its 
owns  on  Beach  and  Harrison 
streets. 

Last  summer  the  CEDC  an¬ 
nounced  it  wanted  to  begin  a 


massive  $9  million  reconstruc¬ 
tion  of  the  building  which  stands 
in  the  heart  of  Chinatown’s  mer¬ 
chant  district. 

The  proposal,  however,  was 
met  with  obstacles  that  included 
a  drawn-out  application  pro¬ 
cedure  in  obtaining  an  Urban 
Development  Action  Grant  from 
the  city.  The  plan  also  faced 
some  opposition  from  some  gar¬ 
ment  companies  which  lease 
space  in  the  building. 

‘  ‘We  want  to  try  to  get  this  job 
done  as  soon  as  possible,”  said 
Yuk  Sung,  executive  director  of 
the  CEDC.

Harassment  is  focus  of  report 


The  U.S.  Commission  on 
Civil  Rights  has  put  together  a 
summary  of  an  investigation  of 
anti- Asian  activity  in  the  U.S.  in 
a  report  called  Recent  Activities 
Against  Citizens  and  Residents 
of  Asian  Decent. 

In  light  of  reports  about 
racism  and  hostilities  directed 
against  Asian- Americans,  com¬ 
mission  member  John  H.  Bunzel 
recommended  that  the  civil 
rights  group  conduct  a  study  on 
this  growing  trend  of  animosity. 

Although  the  report  drew  con¬ 
clusions  to  why  anti-Asian  ac¬ 
tivity  occurs,  it  made  no  recom¬ 


mendations  on  ways  to  curtail  it. 

Instead  the  report  said  too  lit¬ 
tle  is  known  about  Asian  harass¬ 
ment  and  that  the  U.S.  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Justice  should  begin  to 
collect  statistics  to  answer  who 
the  perpetrators  are  of  such  ac¬ 
tivities,  how  often  are  attacks 
against  Asians  racially- 
motivated,  and  what  is  the  fre¬ 
quency  of  harassment  against 
Asians  over  a  period  of  time. 

The  commission  report  said 
that  no  single  factor  has  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  increase  in  anti- 
Asian  hostilities.  Instead  it  is  a 
combination  of  many  factors  that 


has  caused  the  upward  spiral  of 
violence,  of  which  one  of  them 
is  race. 

Another  reason  that  has  spark¬ 
ed  violence  is  anti-Asian  senti¬ 
ment.  Asians  are  viewed  as 
foreigners  and  not  Americans, 
despite  how  long  their  families 
have  lived  in  the  U.S.  The 
“model  minority”  label  has  also 
emanated  the  perception  all 
Asians  are  well-off,  causing 
resentment  of  such  success  by 
other  Americans,  according  to 
the  report. 
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as  a  second  language  since  many 
laid-off  garment  workers  have 
deficient  English  skills. 

Wing  said  that  employees  are 
to  the  city  through  a  group  called 
the  Oversight  Committee.  The 
Workers’  Committee  is  current¬ 
ly  doubling  as  the  Oversight 
Committee. 

Meanwhile,  supporters  of  the 
dislocated  workers  say  there  are 
many  obstacles  ahead  for  the 
garment  stitchers. 

Since  ISP  moved  ahead  to 
allocate  $330,000  for  the  gar¬ 
ment  workers  earlier  this  year, 
the  garment  industry  has  been 
hit  by  more  layoffs.  The 
$330,000  was  originally  intend¬ 
ed  to  help  a  group  of  a  few  hun¬ 
dred  women  from  P&L  Sport¬ 
swear. 

Since  that  time,  Beverly  Rose, 
David’s,  and  other  firms  have 
folded.  So  the  numbers  of  the 
displaced  garment  workers  has 
swelled  while  the  amount  of  fun¬ 
ding  has  remained  the  same. 

Wing  said  that  this  dilemma 
has  been  met  by  a  pledge  from 
the  state  Division  of  Employ¬ 
ment  Security  which  will  use 
federal  money  to  help  pay  for 
new  job  programs. 

Another  predicament  is  the 
question  of  how  long  the  gar¬ 
ment  workers  will  have  health 
insurance.  An  interim  health  in¬ 
surance  program  was  set  up  by 
ISP  for  the  P&L  garment 
workers  whose  garment  workers 
union  health  insurance  program 
terminated  six  months  after  they 
lost  their  jobs. 


Due  to  a  production  error,  the 
Sampan  listed  two  office-seekers  on 
its  candidates  list  as  incumbent  can¬ 
didates  in  the  last  issue.

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Asians  are  also  seen  as  sharing 
the  same  cultural  heritage  when 
in  fact  Asians  comprise  a  broad 
range  of  different  ethnicities. 

The  report  says  that  the 
population  increase  of  Asians 
has  also  led  to  a  rise  in  anti- 
Asian  violence.  The  Asian 
population  has  risen  dramatical¬ 
ly  in  the  past  decade,  largely 
because  of  the  influx  of  refugees 
from  Southeast  Asia. 

This  increase  of  Asians,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  report,  is  seen  by 
some  Americans  as  a  threat  to 
the  tight  competition  for  the  few 


jobs  available  in  the  U.S. 

There  is  a  commonly  held 
belief  that  refugees  are 
showered  with  welfare  benefits, 
cash  grants,  and  low-interest 
loans  as  part  of  the  resettlement 
process  in  the  U.S.,  prompting 
jealously  among  Americans. 

The  report  points  out  that  anti- 
Asian  discrimination  is  nothing 
new  in  U.S.  history.  Many  U.S. 
immigration  laws  were  ex¬ 
clusively  directed  at  halting  the 
flow  of  Asians  into  this  country 
since  the  mid-1800s. 

The  commission  also  said  that 
identified  assailants  usually 
belong  to  a  racial  or  ethnic  ma¬ 
jority  who  live  or  work  in  a 
neighborhood  where  refugees  or 
immigrants  have  settled.

Deterrents  of  Crime 

Breaking  and  enterings  and  attempted  break-ins  have  sharp¬ 
ly  increased  in  Chinatown  this  year.  Many  of  these  break-ins 
occur  through  exhaust  fan  windows  and  poorly  secured  doors 
and  windows. 

The  Boston  Police  has  compiled  the  following  crime  preven¬ 
tion  tips: 

1)  Install  metal  grates  over  exhaust  fan  windows. 

2)  Install  solid  core  (no  window)  doors  for  front  &  rear  of 
building;  exposed  hinges  should  be  welded. 

3)  Reinforce  door  strike  plate,  using  at  least  2  inch  screws. 

4)  Door  locks  should  be  double  cylinder;  dead  bolts  should 
have  at  least  a  one  inch  throw. 

5)  Windows  should  be  reinforced  by  pinning  or  with  additional 
locking  devices. 

6)  Do  not  leave  valuables  or  money  around. 

7)  Join  operation  identification.

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Harrington  was  against  capital 
punishment  in  the  1970s,  but  has 
changed  his  position  since  then. 
“The  Supreme  Court  changed 
its  mind,  and  so  did  I,”  reflected 
the  candidate.  He  believes  that 
capital  punishment  can  deter 
crime. 

By  contrast.  Shannon  said, 
“Capital  punishment  is  not  a 
deterrent  to  crime.”  He  said  that 
the  crimminal  justice  system  is 
not  failsafe  and  that  innocent 
people  can  be  found  guilty. 

Harrington  emphasized  the 


importance  of  laws  and  their 
strict  enforcement.  He  pledged 
the  “establishment  of  a  compe¬ 
tent,  courageous,  and  indepen¬ 
dent  administration  dedicated  to 
the  fast,  honest,  and  effective 
enforcement  of  the  law.” 

The  candidate  said  he  would 
first  work  on  laws  concerning 
drugs,  public  corruption, 
organized  crime,  and  civil 
rights. 

Shannon  considers  the 
establishment  of  a  special  drug 
unit,  the  allocation  of  resources 
into  a  public  integrity  unit,  and 
the  expansion  of  the  civil  rights 
division  his  priorities  if  elected 
to  office.

Sung  said  the  plan  to  renovate 
the  CEDC  building  into  a 
mixed-use  structure  has  long 
been  a  CEDC  “dream.”  The 
organization  has  long-term 
goals  of  converting  the  3 1  Beach 
Street  building,  which  is  mostly 
occupied  by  light  manufacturing 
firms,  into  a  mixed-use  building 
which  combines  housing  and 
commercial  space. 

But  because  the  garment  com¬ 
panies  which  occupy  the 
building  are  reluctant  to  move 
out  when  their  leases  expire  next 


year,  the  CEDC  will  have  to 
pigeonhole  its  plans  to  convert 
the  lower  floors  into  a  small 
business  area  and  a  community 
activities  center. 

The  CEDC  will,  however, 
move  ahead  with  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  some  35  housing  units  in 
the  building’s  upper  floors, 
which  are  almost  all  empty.  It 
hopes  to  complete  the  7th 
through  the  11th  floors  by 
November  of  next  year. 

About  half  of  the  housing 
units  will  be  reserved  for  low-  to 
moderate-income  families  if  the 
the  Public  Facilities  Department 
agrees  to  use  707  funding  to  sub¬ 
sidize  the  units,  Sung  said. 

A  general  contractor  is  close 


to  selection  for  the  $2.5  million 
project,  said  Sung.  The  CEDC 
has  narrowed  down  its  choice  to 
five  bidders  which  are  minority 
contractors.  The  CEDC 
describes  four  of  them  as  Asian 
and  one  of  them  as  black.  Sung 
said  it  will  be  expected  from  a 
general  contractor  to  subcontract 
work  to  minority  firms. 

A  contractor  will  be  chosen  by 
the  end  of  November,  but  work 
will  not  begin  until  later  as  the 
CEDC  waits  for  a  variance  from 
the  city’s  Board  of  Appeal.  The 
area  is  zoned  for  light  manufac¬ 
turing  and  not  for  mixed-use 
facilities.  Attorney  Lawrence 
DiCara,  who  once  ran  for  mayor 
of  Boston,  will  represent  the 
CEDC  for  the  variance  applica¬ 
tion. 

The  CEDC  has  also  chosen  a 
Chelsea  company  called  the  Ar¬ 
chitectural  Team  as  the  architect 
for  the  project.  Within  the 
CEDC,  board  members  Edward 
Chiang,  Allen  Chin,  and  Bing 
Wong  will  oversee  the  project.

agencies  in  Boston  that 
include  Chauncy  Housing,  the 
Chinese  American  Civic 
Association,  Golden  Age 
Center,  Greater  Boston  Legal 
Services,  Mason  Elderly  Hous¬ 
ing,  Midtown  Home  Health  Ser¬ 
vices,  Quincy  Towers  Elderly 
Housing,  South  Cove  Plaza 
Elderly  Housing,  and  South 
Cove  YMCA. 

The  South  Cove  Health 
Center  will  be  able  to  upgrades  its 
case  management  services 
because  of  the  grant,  making  it 
possible  for  social  workers  to 
keep  track  of  the  elderly  by  len¬ 
ding  them  support  after  they 
have  been  discharged  from  a 
hospital  or  giving  them  advice 
about  where  to  turn  if  they  have 
medical  problems. 

Through  a  system  of  constant 
support,  follow-up,  and  educa¬ 
tion,  the  program  will  help  the 
elderly  maintain  their  in¬ 
dependence  so  they  will  not  have 
to  fall  under  the  care  of  an  in¬ 
stitution. 

The  South  Cove  Health 
Center  estimates  that  over  8,000 
elderly  people  live  within  the 
Asian  community.  But  the  “Liv¬ 
ing  At  Home”  program  is  aimed 
for  all  elderly  in  the  downtown 
area,  stressed  Yee,  not  just  the 
Asian  elderly.

MDC  promotes  Asian 

The  Metropolitan  District  Commis¬ 
sion  announced  the  promotion  of  25  of¬ 
ficers  within  its  Metropolitan  Police 
Force,  one  of  which  involves  an  officer 
who  has  become  the  MDC’s  first  Asian- 
American  sergeant. 

Warren  Yee  of  West  Roxbury  was 
promoted  with  24  colleagues  during  a 
ceremony  at  the  JFK  Memorial  Library 
on  October  20. 

Just  four  days  before  his  advancement, 
Yee  also  received  a  Lifesaving  Award 
for  his  efforts  in  helping  a  man  from 
drowning  in  the  Charles  River  in  1983. 

Yee  works  in  the  Lower  Basin  District 
which  is  near  the  Museum  of  Science  in 
Boston.  The  Metropolitan  Police  is  the 
third  largest  police  force  in  New 
England. 


Ads  anger  lawyers 

The  Asian-American  Lawyers 
Association  of  Massachusetts  has  sent  a 
letter  to  McDonald’s  Corporation, 
decrying  the  fast  food  company  for  a 
television  advertising  campaign  it  con¬ 
siders  offensive  and  derogatory  to 
Asians. 

The  association  wants  McDonald’s  to 
make  a  formal  apology  to  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity  of  the  U.S.  for  its  “insensitive” 
commericials  which  tout  McDonald’s 
new  menu  item  “Chicken  McNuggets 
Shanghai.” 

The  letter  cited  two  commercials  that 
it  said  were  irresponsible.  One  commer¬ 
cial  casts  the  role  of  a  female  patron  of 
McDonald’s  saying  ‘  ‘chop  chop’  ’  in  urg¬ 
ing  people  to  rush  to  McDonald’s  to  try 
the  new  product  before  its  promotion 
ends.  Another  commercial  uses  a  voice 
mimicking  an  Asian  accent. 

“If  McDonald’s,  which  is  as 
mainstream  as  American  as  one  can  be, 
can  say  ‘chop  chop’  and  mock  the 
‘Asian  accent,’  the  message  is  that  it 
must  be  perfectly  acceptable  for  anyone 
to  do  the  same,”  wrote  Marian  Tse, 


president  of  AALA,  to  McDonald’s. 

“Asians  find  it  very  offensive  and 
tasteless,”  Tse  said.  “It’s  something  we 
don’t  expect  McDonald’s  to  be  doing.” 

The  AALA  thinks  the  commericials 
were  not  intentionally  meant  to  belittle 
Asian- Americans,  but  it  said  the  com¬ 
mericials  represent  a  “subtle”  form  of 
racial  discrimination. 

An  official  at  McDonald’s  said  that 
“Shanghai  McNuggets”  is  intended  to 
“highlight  the  many  fine  things  of  Asian 
culture  —  such  as  the  food.”  But  the 
company  has  yet  to  return  phone  calls  to 
the  Sampan  to  answer  if  it  would  make 
the  apology  requested  by  the  AALA. 


C  ACA  activist  honored 

Community  activist  Winifred  Lee 
Tang  was  posthumously  cited  by  the  Ac¬ 
tion  for  Boston  Community  Develop¬ 
ment  for  her  work  in  the  Asian  com¬ 
munity  at  its  Community  Awards  Dinner 


Tang  of  West  Roxbury,  who  died  of 
leukemia  last  year,  was  a  founder  of  the 
Quincy  School  Community  Council  and 
the  Acorn  Child  Care  Center.  She  also 
served  as  the  executive  director  of  the 
Chinese  American  Civic  Association  and 
later  worked  for  the  Chinese  Con¬ 
solidated  Benevolent  Association. 

Amy  Guen  of  the  Chinatown 
Beautification  Coordinating  Committee 
accepted  the  award  for  Tang,  who  was 
one  of  18  community  organizers  across 
Boston  honored  for  their  contributions  to 
their  local  neighborhoods. 


Open  house  for  Asians 


Valendar  Events. 


In  an  effort  to  reach  out  to  its  growing 
Asian-American  population,  the  City  of 
Quincy  held  an  open  house  last  month  at 
City  Hall  to  introduce  various  city  ser¬ 
vices  to  the  new  residents,  most  of  whom 
are  immigrants. 

Asians  were  invited  to  City  Hall  on 
October  19  to  hear  representatives  talk 
about  the  police  force,  fire  department, 
and  other  city  departments. 

According  to  the  1980  U.S.  Census, 
Quincy  had  nearly  4,000  Asian 
residents,  a  dramatic  increase  over  the 
750  residents  reported  in  the  1970  cen¬ 
sus.  Since  the  statistics  are  old,  the  Asian 
population  is  expected  to  be  higher,  said 
Jane  Ellis,  a  Quincy  official.  The  popula¬ 
tion  represents  nearly  five  percent  of  the 
total  population. 


Court  sentences  Luc 

Vietnamese  refugee  Sinh  Luc,  29,  of 
Chinatown,  was  sentenced  to  a  maximun 
of  20  years  in  prison  by  the  Norfolk 
County  Superior  Court  for  his  involve¬ 
ment  of  the  throat-slashing  of  a 
restaurateur  in  Braintree  last  March. 

Luc  was  found  guilty  on  October  23 
for  assault  with  intent  to  murder,  assault 
and  battery  with  a  dangerous  weapon, 
armed  assault  in  a  dwelling,  and  armed 
assault  while  masked. 

The  refugee’s  codefendant  in  the  case, 
John  K.  Chan,  35,  of  Weston,  was  found 
not  guilty  by  Judge  Charles  Grabau  after 
a  hung  jury  declared  a  mistrial  over  his 
convictions. 

Luc  and  Chan  were  arrested  on  March 
12  for  breaking  into  the  Braintree  home 
of  Harry  Yee  and  robbing  and  cutting 
Yee’s  throat.  Another  refugee,  Tu  Tang, 
22,  also  of  Chinatown,  participated  in 
the  break-in,  but  hanged  himself  after 
the  first  day  of  the  trial. 

Yee  was  the  partial  owner  of  the 
Golden  Kai  Restaurant  in  Abington.  The 
company  was  riddled  by  an  internal 
dispute  between  partners  over  control  of 
the  Chinese  restaurant. 

Yee  complained  about  intimidation 
from  his  business  partners  before  the 
night  of  the  attempted  murder.  The  three 
codefendants,  however,  are  not  con¬ 
nected  to  the  restaurant.
